"BOOZE RING"

State Must Be Rid of Crooks,

Ho Tells Grand Jury at
Tronton

Trenton, Sept. 15. Charging tho
United States grand Jury at the opening
of the September term yesterday, Judge
John Ilcllstab said that information
gathered by federal authorities and
from other sources indicated that hun-
dreds of thousands and perhaps millions
of dollars had been made by the
"whisky ring" operating In New Jer-
sey. The charge was a scathing de-
nunciation of the violators of prohibi-
tion amendment and the national

law nnd included vigorously
expressed Instructions to the jurors to
investigate the entire situation and to
return indictments irrespective of who
mlelit be Involved.

Particular condemnation wa. aimed
by the court nt the systematic practice
by which whisky profiteers had been
enabled to reap Inordlnato gain from
their illegal trade. Intimating that
nubile officials employed to enforce the
law might have played a guilty part In
the giant conspiracy Judge Ilcllstab told
the Jurors It was their duty to see that
no guilty man escaped, but to Indict
nil found to be Involved, either In the
traffic itself or In aiding or abetting
those who carry it on.

"We offer no excuse," said Jndge
Rcllstab, "for any official who may
be guilty of aiding the criminal, ob-
structing the administration of jus-
tice to tho crook who are engaged n
this nefarious vork. Remember also
it makes no difference as to the guilt
of the participants In this crime,
whether they actually traffic In Intoxi-
cating liquors or whether they aid or
ubct the actual trafficker."
